“If can receive the 
support of the medical profession 
and let them = distribute fairly 
among themselves the services and 
reward, we could enjoy the 
operation of the medical profession 
and leave the relief pretty 
much to their own physician 

“More than that, if the 
find their patients imposing on 
profession they will not deal out 
corrective measures whe re we do 
not feel free to do so, even though 
we had a medical referee.”
